Care of Lettuce 

Q. What could be the reasons why 
my lettuce seed does not sprout in 
my cold frames?

A. Lettuce has a scanty root sys- 
tem; therefore it must have good soil 
with enough humus to hold the mois- 
ture so necessary for such a crop 
and to provide equally essential ni- 
trogen. Apply old, well-rotted ma- 
nure or compost and as much ground 
limestone, as is needed to counteract 
any soil acidity. Your trouble prob- 
ably is caused by poor soil, which 
needs humus and lime. 


White Grubs 
Q. What should you do 
you're having trouble with 
grubs in your garden? 
Carl H. Thompson 
Randlett, Oklahoma 


A. You can prevent a lot of the 
trouble by not planting garden crops 
on sod land or land grown up to 
weeds and grass the preceding year. 
If you have to use such land, plow 
in the fall, or spade, and keep the 
ground free of weeds by working it 
frequently. Legume crops will suffer 
less than corn or potatoes. White 
soft-bodied, white worms 
with brown heads, curved bodies \% 
inch to one inch long.
